Tho Task of the Social Economist. 


The cry for servants continues to go 


up from the small interior villages and 
the suburban towns, It is a problem 
which yearly grows more perplexing 
and, in the case of the suburbs, moves 
many fnrp'hes back within the city lim- 
its. In M.I ages it is almost impossible 
to get female servants. 
Housekeepers 


are being overworked and children neg- 
lected because no outside assistance may 
be had; the wages offered and paid are 
on a pur with city wages, but the girls 
cannot be persuaded to come or to stay. 
The result is that it is a common thing 
to see a dozen families, each occupying 
convenient and elegant homes, going 
out three times a day for their meals at 
a boaiding house, where the services of 
the one or two available girls thus ac- 
commodate a community. 


But the home life is greatly injured 


and hospitality prevented by such a 
course, aud after a brief time the house- 
keeper begins again tho struggle alone, 
to faint and fall, and once more seek the 
refuge of "mealing." So the round con- 
sinues. 


And against tins paucity of help for 


;he country stands out the overcrowd- 
ng of the cities. Let a merchant adver- 
;ise for a salesgirl and a hundred eager 
claimants respond. The shop seamstresses 
ire starving on the pittance to which 
iheir numbers have brought their earn- 
ings. Yet neither of the.se will exchange 
ier pitiful niche in tho city's life for a 
comfortable home, good wages and good 
treatment as a domestic in the country. 
To adjust an equilibrium out of this 
gainful overbalancing is one of the com- 
ng tasks of the social economist.—Her 
Point of View in New York Times.

A NEW I'L&X FOB BANKING. 


The scheme advanced by some of the 


leaders of the Farmers' Alliance to have 
the Government loan money on land at 
two per cent, interest being objectiona- 
ble to many, Thomas M. Norton, ex- 
United States Senator from Georgia, by 
invitation of the Legislature of that State, 
has suggested a new schbtnn fur increas- 
ing the currency. 
His plan is for Oou- 


gitss to direct the Secretary of the 
Treasury to prepare n sufficient number 
of legal tender notes of convenient de- 
nominations, which, added to the exist- 
ing currency, will give $30, $40 or $30 
per capita. 
The Treasurer shall hold at 


least 35 per cent, of the issue in coin, 
gold and silver, to redeem the notes. 
Each State on demand shall receive of 
these notes nn amount, which added to 
its existing circulation, will equal the 
amount decided on by Congress. This 
shall be used by each State as the people 
may determine, that is in banking or 
loaned by the State to individuals. Land 
shall be one of the securities and each 
State shall lend on ils products. Thus 
the natural resources of the State will be 
developed and its wealth increased to the 
benefit of every citizen. 
Each 
State 


should hold in reserve not less than ten 
per cent, of the legal 
tender 
notes 


allowed It by Congress to protect its 
citizens ngainst a financial crisis. 
With 


the 
notes 
the Slates 
would 
receive 


annually much interest with which a 
sinking fund could bo established and in 
time the funded debt paid off. Besides 
the State could, in a few years, discon- 
tinue taxation, except county and munic- 
ipal. 


It is urged in favor of this new finan- 


cial scheme, that it avoids Federal action 
while accomplishing for the farmer aud 
producer all that could bu expected from 
the aiib-treasury plan of the Farmers' 
Alliance, as each 
State 
would 
lend 


money to farmers on land or the special 
products of the State, at a low rate of 
interest.

THE MAIM ISSUES. 


It is useless for office holders and office 


seekers in Nevada to longer attempt to 
deceive the unwary on the main issues 
which now divide political patties. 
They 


are clearly defined in Iowa, Nebraska, New 
York and Ohio. 
The Democratic and 


Peoples' parties in the Western States are 
unequivocally for free coinage, while the 
Republicans are as plainly 
outepoken 


against it. la Ohio Major MeKinley, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, pro- 
claims from the stump that the Democrats 
favor tree ooicage and the Republicans do 
not. 
MoKinley was an advocata of free 


coinage until the Administration opposed 
it. Then he changed bis position oa tbe 
question for the support of the Federal 
Brigade. In New York Oovernor Hill, at 
o Democratic meeting advocated bi-metal- 
lism, and said the Democratic platform 
declared in its favor. In Massachusetts 
both parties are opposed to free coinage, 
and as an offset, both Republicans and 
Democrats in. Colorado favor it. 
Except 


in those two States, free coinage is one of 
the two main issues between the parties. 
The other issue is 
tariff or taxation. 


While this concerns the people of Nevada 
to some extent it is of minor importance 
compared with free coinage. 
Mr. Blaiue 


tells us that the present tariff law does not 
make a market for one more barrel of Hour 
or pork and his statement is cot questioned 
nor denied. It will not make a cent's dif- 
ference in the price of the agricultural pro- 
ducts of Nevada, whether the tariff ia ex- 
cessive or merely snffioiont for revenue. 
Therefore the tariff is of secondary im- 
portance to Nevadn, while free coinage 
would at once doable the population of the 
State, give employment to thousands of 
men and furnish a home market for many 
products that to-day can scarcely be dis- 
posed of nt any price. 


People should remember 
that these 


issues should Dot bo settled by prejudices 
engendered by the war. 
The fact that 


many ex-Confederates are Democrats has 
nothing to do with tbe economic issues 
which divide parties to-day, 
Moseby, the 


guerilla chief, and Fort Pillow Chalmers 
are Republican?. 
The war which ended 


before half the present iubnbitants of the 
Uaited States were born, should not in- 
fluence men in voting on issues which con- 
cern the people to-day. 


The Gazette accuses the "Democratic 


press," as it styles every newspaper in the 
State that advocates tbe cause of tbe peo- 
ple and opposes Boss supremacy, of styling

A Good Attendance — Committees Ap- 


pointed— Resolutions Adopted. 


The mass Irrigation Convention met at Car- 


son yesteiday. 
It was called to older by the 


Governoi, who stated the objects of the meet- 


ing, 
and on motion of M. S. Bonnifield was 


elected peimanent Chaiiman of the Convention 
and C. II. Colbuin, Coinei of llie Mint, Sec- 
letai). 


'1 he Chaiiman appointed the following Com- 


mittee on orgam/ation. R. L. Fulton of Washoe, 
James, I*'. Dennis of I.andei, Joseph Mai/en of 
Ilumboldt, S. A. Knapp of Esmerakla, C. C. j 
llenningsen of Douglas, E. Stiotbei of Stoiey, 
M. Little of Oimsby, J. E. Gignoux of Lyon 
and George Russell of Eiko. 


The Chairman appointed F. G. Nc\\lanOs, 


J. W. Haines, R. M. Clarke, \V. E. F. Deal 
and J. E. Gignou\ a Committee on Platform 
and Resolutions, which repoited the following: 


That the fuluie piospeuty of this State \\ill 


largely depend upon the development of its 
agi [cultural interest, and that this development 
cm only be accomplished by unlimited action 
on the pait of the people foi the btoiage and 
clistiibution of walei and the leclamation of 
aiid land, and that v.e bail with satisfaction the 
evidences now presented tbat the State is about 
to entei upon a new era of impiovement. 


Resolved, That we heartily endorse the plat- 


foim adopted by the litigation Congiess of 
seventeen States and Territoiies lecently in 
session at Salt Lake City, Utah, which icquest 
the Congiesb of the United States to grant in 
tuibt upon such conditions as shall seive the 
public inteiest of the States and Teiritories, ex- 
cepting mineial lands, for the purpose of de\ el- 
oping imgation to tendei the lands now and 
fertile and capable of supporting population. 


Resolved, That, whereas, at the last session 


of the Legislature an iirigation law was passed 
providing, as a fast step, that a petition be 
piesentecl to the Boaul of County Commission- 
ers in the county in which the land, 01 the 
greatei poition theieof, is situated, signed by a 
majority of the fieeholdeis of the proposed dis- 
trict, OSN ning lands susceptible of imgation fiom 
a common souioe, requesting them to fi\ the 
boundaiiii of such distiict and to call an elec- 
tion, and piovidmg that at such an election, if 
two-thuds of the voteis aie in favoi of foiming 
the distiict, it shall be organised as an iuiga- 
tion district, and also providing tint such dis- 
tiict shall be divided into five divisions by the 
County Commissioner at the time the bounda- 
ries aie fixed and the election called, and that 
fiom each of these divisions one Diicctoi shall 
be elected, the five foiming a Board of Direct- 
ors to control all the business in the district, 
accoiding to the provisions of the statute, and 


WHCRLAS, such district is, when organised, 


simply in the position of a public coipointion, 
but without the powei to adopt any plan of 
storage, iirigation 01 ieclamation, or to incui 
any expense, 01 to issue any bonds without a
